The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  pleased  to  invite  expressions  of  developer 
interest  in  Greylock  Center,  a  state-of-the-art  conference,  education  and  recreation 
facility  proposed  for  Adams,  Massachusetts.  Located  astride  the  eastern  slopes  of  Mount 
Greylock,  Massachusetts'  highest  peak,  the  development  site  covers  1,040  acres  of 
beautiful  New  England  landscape. 

Any  party  interested  in  participating  in  ttiis  project  as  a  whole  or  in  any  of  its 
numerous  individual  components,  is  encouraged  to  respond  to  this  Request  for 
Expressions  of  Interests  (RFEI).  Respondents  may  include:  master  developers, 
partial  developers,  tenants  and  program,  product,  or  service  providers. 

The  purpose  of  this  RFEI  is  to  gauge  the  level  of  interest  and  viability  of  this  concept; 
solicit  suggestions  on  how  to  strengthen  the  concept;  and  identify  individuals  and 
organizations  interested  in  making  the  Greylock  Center  a  reality. 

Submissions  and  comments  resulting  from  this  RFEI  will  be  reviewed,  and  if 
appropriate,  incorporated  into  a  Greylock  Center  "Request  for  Proposals"  (RFP)  docu- 
ment used  to  select  the  developer/developers  of  Greylock  Center  and  possibly  program, 
service,  or  product  providers.  The  RFP  will  be  separate  and  distinct  from  this  RFEI. 

As  conceived,  the  Greylock  Center  will  incorporate  three  equally  important  components: 

•  a  Conference  Center,  providing  a  quality  venue  for  meetings  and  conferences  in 
a  stunning,  natural  setting; 

•  an  Environmental  Education  Center,  providing  a  varied  and  comprehensive 
program  of  environmental  education  and  training;  and 

•  a  Recreation  Network,  providing  exceptional  four-season  recreational  opportunities. 

Greylock  Center  is  intended  to  exemplify  a  sustainable  approach  to  development, 
protecting  the  natural  environment  of  both  the  site  itself  and  the  neighboring  Mt. 
Greylock  State  Reservation.  Through  its  design  and  construction,  as  well  as  its  programs 
and  activities,  the  Center  should  stimulate  the  thinking  of  its  visitors  and  challenge  their 
perceptions  as  to  how  one  interacts  with  the  environment.  The  Greylock  Center  will 
create  economic  benefits  for  the  Town  of  Adams  and  Berkshire  County  through 
increased  tourism  and  auxiliary  businesses  associated  with  the  Center's  mission. 

The  concept  is  supported  by  Governor  William  F.  Weld;  environmental,  recreation 
and  economic  development  organizations;  state  and  local  officials;  and  the  Town  of 
Adams,  Massachusetts. 

In  order  to  foster  the  development  of  Greylock  Center,  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture has  authorized  the  disposition  of  1,040  acres  and  the  investment  of  up  to  $6.5 
million  of  public  funds  towards  the  implementation  of  the  development  plan.

The  Greylock  Center  site  is  a  1,040  acre  tract  of  rolling  fields  and  wooded 
mountainside  in  the  Town  of  Adams,  Massachusetts.  The  site,  which  is  presently 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  provides  dramatic  views  of  Mt.  Greylock,  the  adjacent 
Mount  Greylock  State  Reservation,  the  Town  of  Adams,  and  the  Hoosac  Mountain 
Range.  Below  is  a  map  locating  the  Greylock  Center  site  in  the  context  of  Southern 
New  England. 


The  site  comprises  a  variety  of  landscapes  and  ecosystems  including  open  fields, 
woodlands,  water  bodies,  and  sensitive  natural  communities.  Today,  most  of  the  site 
lies  in  open  fields.  Its  wooded  portions  include  second  growth  northern  hardwoods,  and 
spruce-hemlock  stands  are  generally  found  on  the  site's  steeper  slopes.  Site  soils  are 
predominantly  compact,  fine-grained  glacial  tills  derived  from  limestone  and  schist. 
Test  borings  confirm  artesian  flows. 

Development  plans  for  the  site  originally  surfaced  forty  years  ago  when  local 
businessmen  sought  to  increase  tourism  to  the  area.  The  property  was  improved  with  a 
once-active  1 8-hole  golf  course  complete  with  ponds,  fairways  and  tees.  The  course, 
remembered  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  challenging  golf  courses  in  the  Berkshires, 
could  easily  be  reclaimed  as  a  centerpiece  recreational  feature  of  Greylock  Center. 

The  property  is  serviced  with  sufficient  utilities  to  support  the  envisioned  Greylock 
Center.  Municipal  sewer  and  electricity  are  available  on  site,  while  town  water  and 
natural  gas  are  located  approximately  1  /4  mile  away.

The  site  is  located  within  easy  driving  distance  of  the  major  northeast  popula- 
tion centers. 


The  site  is  accessible  via  Interstate  90  which  runs  east/west  through  central 
Massachusetts  and  New  York.  State  Route  2,  which  originates  in  Boston,  runs  east/west 
through  the  northern  part  of  the  county.  Interstate  highways  87  and  91  and  State 
Routes  8  and  7  carry  traffic  north/south  near  the  site.  Private  aviation  facilities  are 
available  in  North  Adams  and  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  Commercial  air  travel  is 
available  from  Albany,  New  York,  a  one  hour  drive  from  the  site.

The  Greylock  Center  site  is  located  in  the  Town  of  Adams,  Massachusetts  which 
has  a  population  of  9,445.  Adams  has  a  Victorian  era  flavor,  enhanced  by  the  recently 
restored  downtown  commercial  district.  The  town  is  well  known  for  the  Waverly  and 
Stone  Mill  fabric  and  wallpaper  factory  outlet  stores,  and  is  in  the  process  of  developing 
the  "Mills  at  Greylock,"  a  250,000  square  foot  manufacturing  and  retail  facility. 

The  town  of  Adams  supports  the  development  of  Greylock  Center  and  its  mission. 
In  the  Summer  of  1993,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  adopted  a  resolution  committing  the 
town  to  a  policy  of  sustainable  development  similar  to  the  development  approach  for 
the  Greylock  Center  itself  (See  appendix).

Berkshire  County  is  located  in  the  westernmost  part  of  Massachusetts,  and  borders 
three  states:  Vermont,  New  York,  and  Connecticut.  The  population  of  Berkshire 
County  is  134,000,  with  a  significant  increase  during  the  summer  months  when 
tourists  flock  to  the  region  in  large  numbers. 

Set  amidst  the  beautiful  Berkshire  hills,  the  county  is  characterized  by  a  splendid 
natural  environment  and  a  long  tradition  of  accommodating  visitors  seeking  escape 
from  the  pressures  of  urban  life.  Berkshire  County  has  exceptional  recreational  and 
cultural  endowments  that  contribute  to  its  world-renowned  tourism  economy.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Office  of  Travel  and  Tourism,  outdoor 
recreational  activities  in  the  Berkshires  generated  $123  million  in  revenues  to  area 
businesses  in  1991. 

Berkshire  County  is  renowned  for  its  ski  resorts,  hiking  areas,  and  state  parks.  The 
county  hosts  world  famous  performing  and  visual  arts.  Tanglewood,  in  Lenox,  is  the 
summer  home  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  Internationally  renowned  theater 
such  as  the  Williamstown  Theater  Festival  and  dance  festivals  such  as  Jacob's  Pillow 
thrive  throughout  the  summer.  The  county  also  boasts  the  acclaimed  Clark  Art  Institute 
in  Williamstown  and  the  Norman  Rockwell  Museum  in  Stockbridge.  This  cultural 
richness  was  a  major  factor  in  the  recent  choice  of  the  Berkshires  as  the  home  of  the 
National  Music  Foundation  Center. 

The  region  is  also  home  to  several  of  the  country's  finest  colleges  and  universities, 
including  Williams  College,  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst  College,  Smith 
College,  Mount  Holyoke  College,  Fiampshire  College,  North  Adams  State  College, 
Renssellaer  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  Bennington  College.

Greylock  Center 


The  proposed  Greylock  Center  incorporates  three  equally  important  components: 
a  conference  center,  an  environmental  education  center  and  a  recreation  network. 
Through  responsible  and  balanced  development,  the  Center  will  attract  visitors  as  an 
important  business,  education  and  recreational  destination,  stimulating  job  growth  in 
northern  Berkshire  County  and  creating  new  business  opportunities  across  the  region. 

Greylock  Center  is  to  be  constructed  utilizing  the  latest  green  technologies  and 
sustainable  approaches  to  development.  All  facilities  associated  with  the  Center  will 
incorporate,  demonstrate  and  promote  state-of-the-art  products  that  conserve  energy 
and  benefit  the  environment.  It  is  envisioned  that  Greylock  Center  will  promote 
development  of  new  environmentally  sound  products  which  will  stimulate  spin-off 
enterprises.  With  Greylock  Center,  the  Town  of  Adams  and  Berkshire  County  will  be 
at  the  forefront  of  the  emerging  envirotech  and  ecotourism  industries. 


Conference  Center 


As  envisioned,  the 
conference  center  will 

become  the  premier 
small  conference  and 
meeting  facility  in  the 

greater  Berkshire 
region. 


The  Greylock  Center's  conference  facility  is  intended  to  provide  a  comfortable  and 
effective  environment  for  conferences,  meetings  and  training  programs.  It  will  include 
lodging  with  up  to  200  guest  rooms  and  will  be  attractively  furnished  and  fully 
equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of  meeting  planners  and  conference  attendees  alike.  As 
envisioned,  the  conference  center  will  become  the  premier  small  conference  and 
meeting  facility  in  the  greater  Berkshire  region.  The  conference  facility  will  be  located 
to  take  maximum  advantage  of  the  Greylock  Center's  recreational  and  environmental 
educational  offerings,  and  will  function  as  a  year-round  full-amenity  hotel  for  visitors 
and  conferees. 

The  conference  center  could  also  provide  office  space  to  organizations  whose  mis- 
sion is  consistent  with  Greylock  Center;  become  the  training  headquarters  for 
environmental  businesses,  trade  groups  and  energy  conservation  promoters;  and  serve  as 
a  training  site  for  high  school  and  college  students  interested  in  entering  the  lodging  and 
hospitality  field,  an  industry  with  a  growing  emphasis  on  environmental  responsibility. 

Conference  Center  Requirements: 

•  Full-amenity,  year-round  lodging  facility  for  conference  attendees,  recreationists, 
environmental  education  program  participants,  and  the  general  public; 

•  A  full  complement  of  meeting  facilities  including  an  auditorium,  amphitheater, 
multi-purpose  hall,  small  conference  rooms,  board  rooms  and  a  computer 
center.  All  facilities  should  incorporate  state-of-the-art  applications  of  green 
technologies  and  environmentally  sound  construction  practices; 

•  Separate  conference  and  dining  facilities  with  at  least  one  dining  room  available 
specifically  for  conference  groups; 
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A  minimum  number  of  dining  seats  necessary  to  accommodate  the  capacity  of 
the  conference  faciHty  for  lunch  in  two  seatings  of  one  hour  each; 

State  of  the  art  audio-visual  and  telecommunication  capabilities  with  on-site 
staff  capable  of  providing  technical  support; 

Guest  rooms  with  adequate  work  space  and  reading/working  lighting;  and 

Fitness/recreation  areas  and  facilities. 


Environmental 
Education  Center 


The  environmental  education  center  is  intended  to  offer  a  natural  science  and 
resource  management  curriculum  via  experiential,  research,  and  interpretive  programs. 
The  center  will  teach  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  natural  world  and 
people's  interaction  with  it.  The  center  will  promote  environmentally  sensitive  life  and 
work  styles  through  a  set  of  high  quality  residential  programs.  Program  offerings  will 
include  vacation  and  tour  packages.  Programs  will  be  offered  to  a  broad  audience 
including:  students  at  the  elementary,  secondary,  and  college  level;  teachers;  profession- 
als; clubs  and  affinity  groups;  families;  adults;  elder  hostel  participants;  senior  citizens; 
and  those  on  vacation  and  tours. 


The  environmental 

education  center 

will  offer  a  natural 

science  and  resource 

management 

curriculum  via 

experiential,  research, 

and  interpretive 

programs. 


The  region's  colleges  and  universities  offer  strong  environmental  science,  education 
and  engineering  programs  that  could  be  tied  to  the  environmental  education  center  via 
course  offerings,  internships,  field  research  and  new  product  development.  Developing 
and  testing  new  technologies  or  products  that  minimize  environmental  impact  could 
also  be  a  mission  for  the  center. 

The  proximity  of  the  environmental  education  center  to  the  conference  center 
presents  a  variety  of  opportunities  for  cross-programming.  The  environmental  educa- 
tion center  will  strive  to  create  an  ongoing  link  with  leaders  in  business,  academia, 
industry,  and  government  to  insure  that  the  Greylock  Center's  environmental  pro- 
grams are  applicable  to  contemporary  problems  and  issues. 

During  non-peak  times,  the  environmental  education  center  will  rent  rooms  to 
recreationists  and  families  who  visit  the  Greylock  Center.  Room  rentals  during  non- 
peak  times  will  bring  in  additional  revenue  and  provide  entry  into  new  markets  for  the 
environmental  education  center. 
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Environmental  Education  Center  Requirements: 

•  Program  delivery  should  primarily  be  in  a  multi-day,  residential  format; 

•  Low/moderate  priced  lodging  and  food  service  facilities,  meeting/classrooms,  a 
science  lab,  an  auditorium,  an  exhibit/reception  area,  a  library,  an  administra- 
tive area  and  a  maintenance  building.  All  facilities  should  use  environmentally 
sensitive  building  technologies  and  employ  operating  procedures  v^hich  con- 
serve resources; 

•  Lodging  and  food  service  facilities  should  accommodate  a  variety  of  participants 
including  those  on  research/study  fellowships.  In  addition  to  a  main  lodge, 
facilities  could  include  cabins,  lodges,  dormitories,  and  camping  areas;  and 

•  The  center  should  have  outdoor  facilities  located  on  the  site  and  on  adjoining 
properties  where  permitted,  all  of  which  should  complement  program  offer- 
ings. Examples  include  hiking  trails,  self-guided  nature  trails,  wildlife  observa- 
tion sites,  demonstration  sites,  a  composting/recycling  center,  an  adventure 
course,  a  maple  syrup  operation,  and  an  amphitheater. 


Recreation  Network 


Recreation  offerings 
will  be  year-

Active  and  passive  recreation  are  essential  elements  in  the  Greylock  Center  mission. 
Recreational  offerings  will  be  year-round,  diverse,  environmentally  sensitive,  afford- 
able, open  to  the  public,  and  laid  out  in  a  manner  which  minimizes  potential  user 
conflicts.  Recreational  activity  should  not  create  excessive  noise,  safety  hazards  or 
impact  environmentally  sensitive  areas.  On-site  recreation  should  be  designed  for  the 
use  of  overnight  guests  of  the  conference  and  environmental  education  centers  as  well 
as  day-visitors.  All  recreational  activities  should  be  designed  to  encourage  repeat 
visitation.  To  promote  local  use  of  Greylock  Center's  recreational  facilities,  resident 
discounts  should  be  considered. 

Ttie  following  recreational  opportunities  are  identified  by  type  of  activity.  Other 
activities  may  be  considered,  provided  they  are  consistent  with  the  overall  mission 
of  the  Greylock  Center. 

A  variety  of  active  recreation  areas  and  facilities  will  be  provided.  All  developed 
facilities  will  embrace  the  environmental  character  of  the  Greylock  Center.  For 
example,  the  golf  course  will  embrace  a  "minimalist"  approach  to  maintenance,  water 
use  and  pest  control;  will  enhance  wildlife  habitats  and  retain  local  agriculture  uses  via 
innovative  uses  of  the  edges  of  the  course;  and  should  encourage  local  employment  of 
youth  and  the  conservation  of  energy.

Trail  and  Byway  Facilities 

The  trail  and  byway  network  will  be  designed  to  facilitate  movement  within  the  site 
as  well  as  to  connect  Greylock  Center  to  downtown  Adams,  Mount  Greylock  State 
Reservation  and  nearby  tourist  attractions.  Sections  of  the  trail  network  will  accommo- 
date physically-challenged  individuals. 

Various  modes  of  transportation  will  be  offered  and  multiple  trail  use  will  be 
encouraged.  Motorized  traffic  will  be  kept  to  a  minimum.  Snowmobiles,  dirt  bikes  and 
off  road  vehicles  will  be  prohibited,  although  trailheads  should  be  provided  for  snowmo- 
bile access  to  Mount  Greylock  State  Reservation.  Selective  use  of  artificial  snow-making 
facilities  may  be  permitted,  provided  there  is  minimal  environmental  impact. 

Required  Facilities: 

•  Trailheads  for  the  Mount  Greylock  State  Reservation; 

•  Walking  and  Hiking  Trails; 

•  Cross  Country  Ski  Trails; 

•  Roadways  Connecting  Activity  Areas;  and 

•  Bicycle  Paths. 

Suggested  Facilities: 

•  Carriage  Road;  and 

•  Physical  Fitness  Trail. 

Optional  Facilities: 

•  Shuttle  Service  to  sites  in  and  around  the  Mount  Greylock  State  Reservation; 

•  Telemark  Skiing;  and 

•  Bridle  Paths. 

Community  Recreation  Facilities 

Specific  areas  and  facilities  must  be  provided  to  meet  the  needs  of  residents  and 
community  organizations. 

Required  Facilities: 

•  Fishing  and/or  Swimming  Pond;  and 

•  Special  Event  Field.

The  Commonwealth  strongly  supports  the  successful  development  of  Greylock 
Center.  In  1986,  the  State  Legislature  passed  enabling  legislation,  Chapter  676  of  the 
Acts  of  1986,  to  create  a  regional  economic  facility  at  the  site  that  promotes  both 
recreational  and  commercial  development  which  protects  and  enhances  the  scenic, 
natural  and  historic  qualities  of  Mount  Greylock  State  Reservation.  In  furtherance  of 
this  mission,  the  Commonwealth  commits  itself  to  participate  in  Greylock  Center's 
development  in  the  following  ways: 

Funding 

Chapter  676  authorizes  the  investment  of  up  to  $6.5  million  dollars  of  public  funds 
towards  the  development  of  the  site  and  the  Greylock  Center.  These  monies  may  be 
expended  on  land  development  and/or  associated  costs  including  pilot  programs, 
furnishings  and  equipment. 

Land 

Chapter  G7G  authorizes  the  disposition  of  the  1 ,040  acre  site  by  the  Commonwealth 
in  whole  or  in  part,  via  sale  or  a  long-term  ground  lease  to  one  or  more  individuals,  part- 
nerships, corporations  or  joint  ventures  who  will  develop  and  manage  Greylock  Center. 

Master  Plan 

The  Commonwealth  will  prepare  a  Master  Plan  which  will  designate  land  use  zones 
and  specify  the  level  and  type  of  development  permitted  in  each.  This  plan  will  identify 
and  locate  facilities  and  activities  which  have  been  identified  to  be  feasible  and  desirable, 
based  in  part,  on  the  results  of  this  RFEI. 

Environmental  and  Technical  Assistance 

The  Commonwealth  has  natural  resource  site  data  available  which  will  be  shared 
with  interested  parties.  The  Commonwealth  will  participate  in  and  help  expedite  the 
approval  and  permiting  process  for  the  development  of  the  Greylock  Center. 

Promotion 

The  Commonwealth  will  cooperate  with  the  site  developer/developers/operators  to 
promote  Greylock  Center  during  and  after  the  development  phase.
